Radio stations turning on 
to women’s games 


The Topeka Capital-Journal

(Many will remember Ed O'Donnell as one of 
the speakers at the '89 NRC Convention.) 


t wasn’t too long ago that Ed 

O'Donnell of WIBW-AM walked 
into a college arena lugging his ra- 
dio equipment and people looked ‘at 
him as if he were E.T. whee he 
announced he was there to broadcast 
the Kansas State women’s game. 

Women’s college basketball on ra- 
dio? It just wasn't done. 

“Our first few years of having the 
(K-State) men’s network, there was 
nothing in our contract that said we 
had to do women’s games,” said 
O'Donnell, executive producer of the 
Wildcat Sports Network since WIBW 
hought the rights in 1980. “But we 
said, ‘Well, we'll see if we can help 
them out.’ ” 

At first, WIBW broadcast just 4 
couple of games, including Ransas- 
K:State. Then it did five or six 
games. The third year, it did all the 
Toad geroes, plus a Jew select home 
games. The sumber grew steadily. 
‘This season, the station will air 21 

-peason gaihes. 

“Ita been amazing,” Q’Donnell 
said, 

The resily amazing thing is 
O'Donnel, who ite in being re 
ferred teas the “Volts of the Lady 
Cats,” no longer i a Lone Ranger as 
‘a broadcaster of women’s college 
basketball. 

KTOP-AM in Topeka has joined 
the game locally, adding the Kansas 
Lady Jayhawks and more of the 
Washburn Lady Blues to its lineup. 

KTOP will carry all the KU 
women's games in an arrangement 
with ‘independent producer Bernie 
Bottenberg. Pat Krueger handles the 
play-by-play and Peg Wittmer pro- 
vides color commentary. 

The station already carried 
Washburn men’s basketball, and it 
committed to carrying all the 
women’s conference games, a3 Well. 
That was made easier because the 
men and women's programs play 
doubleheaders in the Missouri Inter-

caljegiate Athié..._ sasociation. Roa 
Simon and Galen Brown handle the 
breadcest duties. 

Around the Big Eight Conference, 
the story is much the same. A sur 
vey of sports information depart- 
ments reveals that every Big Eight 
women’s program has at least afew 
games broadcast. In fact; lowa State 
is the only school that doesh’t:Aave 
at jeast 17 garies seheduled: to be 


‘broadcast; the Cyclones will be on 


the.air only five or dix tmes. 

Soditenly, broadcasting women’s 
college basketball on. the radio is in 
vogue. Why? 

“We're a. big believer in women’s 
sports in the 19908,” said Greg Phil- 
lips, operations manager at KTOP. 
“Jt’s going to make big gains in in- 
terest, and we want to be able to say 
we were on the ground floor.” 

-Said O'Donnell, “We think there’s 
a need. There are a lot of Lady Cat 
fans. Their program always has 
Deen a well supported program. 

"We've got some. very good spon- 
sorship. People in Manhattan sup- 
port it with their advertising dollars 
and peopte listen.” 

Ah, there’s the point. The tocal 
stations are not so much providing a 
public service when it comes to 
women's basketball as they are be- 
ing good ol’ capitalists. 

Quite simply, Lady Cat broadcasts 
are profitable for WIBW. 

“It's not a money loser, we make 
money on those broadcasts,” O'Deo- 
nel] said. “I tell that to other broad- 
casters and it blows their minds. 
They find that hard to believe.” 

Bottenberg believes it; he’d just 
like to gee it happen for the KU 
women's broadcasts. _ 

It was Bottenberg who ap- 
proached KTOP about a package of 
Lady Jayhawk games. As he tells it, 
he was “sitting around talking about 
what wasn’t in the (radio) market 
and thought, ‘Why not women's col- 
lege-level basketball?’ ” 


But it has bees slow going finan- 
cially. Part of the reason was & late 
stant, a few weeks before the season; 
part could -be that KU's women’s 
program traditionally has tacked the 
strong sapport from the Lawrence 
community thet K-State has enjoyed 
in Manhattan; part could be that no 
one really has Unied it before 


“We had the name in Coach Mari- 
an Washington and the-records she 
had in the past and the accomplish- 
ments, but from that point: on, it's 
been a learning experience,” Botten- 
berg said. "It's nol a good thing (fi- 
nancially}, right now, more or jess 
Tm financing it myself.” 

Bottenberg’s budget Is between

Players’ families 
listen. People tell me they listen. We 
know they're there.” 


Bottenberg believes they will be 
there for the KU games, too, along 
with support from sponsors. He sim- 
ply believes there is a tharket for 
women’s basketball broadcasts.

ANSWER: The real answer is that a 
quartz crystal, as employed in a 
erystal fiiter, resonates as voltage 
is applied te it. This vibration 
simulates a very high-Q series tuned 
circuit. This then acts as an 
extremely narrow filter which rejects 
frequencies away from the resonant 
Point. My earlier, erroneous answer 
indicated that the erystal produced a 
beat frequency to remove the unwanted 
Signal. My apologies for the error. 


QUESTION: i have recently psrchased 
a Magnavox D-2999 SW receiver. On H¥, 
I find strong open carriers en the 
following frequencies: 630, 755, 
880, 1130, and 1360 kHz. These are at 
intervals of either 125 or 250 kHz. 
What could be causing these ? 


ANSWER: Without knowing something 
about the receiver, [ can’t say for 
sure, but I’1l offer some ideas. 


First, does the receiver have either 
a 125 or 250 kHz crystal calibrator ? 
If so, it may be on either by the 
intent of the manufacturer (in that 
it is always on, which I doubt) or 
that you°ve simply neglected to turn 
it off, or that there's a defect in 
the switching circuitry. What is the 
IF frequency of the rx ? Although 
I’ve never heard of either 125 or 250 
kHz being used, I suppose that 
nothing is sacred. Is there sone 
other selectivity device in the rx 
which is on and oscillating ? Hone 
that I’m aware of should do that, 
but, again, stranger things have 
happened. Try disconnecting it from 
all accessories, turn all optional 
equipment built-in off, and use a 
short wire as an antenna. If that 
solves it, systematically turn things 
on or add them back into the overall 
mix until you find something which 
brings the problem back again. 


QUESTION: I have a Realistic DX~-440, 
which I’d like to use for BCB. It has 
an external antenna jack which is for 
SW only. I°d like to use some sort of 
@ loop antenna with it. Can I do 
this? I also have an Ameco TPA which 


I use for SWL. I live in a condo, and 
ean’t put up an outdoor antenna. 


ANSWER: I’m not familiar with the 
DxX-440 specifically; however, I don’t 
believe that any of its predecessors 
had an external antenna jack which 
was limited to SW. Are you sure on 
this ? If it’s not, then you can use 
almost anything. If it is, I°ll have 
to solicit advice from one of the 
other DX-440 users ovt there. As to 
what types of antennas you could use, 
I’ve covered this issue in this 
column a number of times, but the 
best bet is cither to build one (ses 
the Antenna Reference Manuals, [ both 
Vol. 1 and 2 J] as well as the 
reprints list for further info. The 
Radio West loop is still commercially 
available new. For a used loop, watch 
the DXChange section ef the Editor’s 
section of DX NEWS. 


QUESTION: I am looking for a loop, 
either the WRC FET altazimuth type or 
something similar to use with an HQ- 
189AC. My location is subject to eany 
powerful signals in all directions, 
so I need as good a loop asl can 
get, What would you suggest ? 


ANSWER: Refer ta the answer to the 
prior question for part of yours. As 
to the NRC leop, buying one used is 
possible, but not probable. Parts 
availability for someone to build one 
is greater and greater, considering 
that the parts specified date back 22 
years. One member was building these 
on & special-order basis, but 
although I’ve asked him to respond in 
these pages, since i don’t have an 
address, and i’ve had none, I must 
assume that he is no longer doing so, 
dye either to supply problems or 
whatever. 


QUESTION: I have several quwestions 
about Beverage (wave) antennas. A) 
Can I use various different gauges of 
wire, and twist connectors without 
hurting the effect 7 BR) Can I run the 
antenna along a barbed wire fence 
with metal posts ? Can I do this if 
the wire is insulated ? C) Does 
coiling the end of the length help ? 

D) I coiled the end of a 750° lendth 
{about iO0’] and dumped it in a 
pond. Will this help ? #+&K) Is

terminating the end critical ?™It 
seems to have no effect. F) For best 
coverage, how many lengths, and in 
what directions ? If not terminated, 
does it even matter ? Space is not an 
issue. G) Does wire size or insulated 
vs. not matter all that much 7 H) Can 
I use my Grove tuner as a phaser ? If 
so, how ? If not, where can I buy a 
phasing unit 7? 


ANSWER: Whew ! Before specifically 
answering your verious points, Id 
like to mention that the NRC Antenna 
Reference Manuals [ again, both 
volumes ] contain a great deal of 
useful material which will be helpful 
on this subject. Now, I°1l go on. A) 
Using various gauges of’wire isn't a 
good idea, as it will affect the 
pattern and may induce unwanted 
noise. Electrical, twist connectors 
have two major drawbacks for this 
type of use - first, tension will 
pull the wires out, resulting in 
disconnection, and Second, the 
electrical connection is not as good 
as with‘either well-soldered, or no 
joints. That can lead to moisture 
build-up, cerresion, and much noise. 
B) Running the antenne along anything 
metai will seriously impair its 
performance, both in terms of pattern 
and noise. This is true regardiess of 
whether the wire is insulated. The 
metal posts with uninsunlated wire 
wili simply ground your antenna, and 
making it useless. Metal posts with 
insulated wire won’t be as bad, but 
will still impair performance. C) To 
the best of my knowledge, coiling the 
end won't add anything to the effect, 
and may harm it. D) Throwing the coil 
into @ pond, however, way create an 
effect quite similar to a direct 
termination, which leads to the next 


Point. E) Termination is not an 
absalute. It does significantly 
reduce signals from the opposite 


resistance, which is the most common 
cause of apparent lack of effect. The 
values must be exverimented with, as 
per the various articles on the 
subject. F) How many lengths, and in 
what directions are vsually 
determined by geographic relation to 
the target stations and available 
space. Since the latter isn’t an 
issue, eight wires, each terminated 
for unidirectional reception and 
spaced at 45 degree angles vould 
cover all of the possibilities, but 
from your location and intentions, I 
would recommend eiiminating the 
North, and SZast components as you 
should be able to hear what you want 
to hear most of the time with any 
reasonable antenna. In order to do 
this, all shonid be terminated. 
Lengths of between at least 350° 
should be sufficient. G) Wire size 
does have an effect. I would suggest 
stranded copper wire, which is not 
cheap, of no smaller diameter than 
#12, and preferably # 10 or # 8, and 
preferably insulated. H) So far as I 
know, the Grove tuners are tuners, 
and not phasers, and the two are not 
interchangeable. I am not aware of 
any vhasing units available fron 
commercial manufacturers, howevér, at 
least one NRC member has built such 
units for others in the past. Should 
this still be the case, I hope that 
he will contact me, so that I can 
pass that information on. One note, 
fiowever, you should be able to 
achieve your goal without phasing.

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NDB's Operating In/Near the BCB 
compiled by Bill Hale 


Back in Issue 8 Charles Reh of Leamington, Ontario had a logging of a Non-Directional Beacon 


station from Colombia. That got me to wonder what other NDB stations are operating in or near the 
Medium-Wave Band. So with the hsip of some Flight Information Publications published by the 
Defense Mapping Agency, | have compiled the following fist. Although there are fiterally hundreds of 
these NDBs operating from around 196 to 1715 kHz, most are found in the 795 to 460 kHz range. 
Those with communications receivers are probably well-aware of their existence, | have singled out 
those operating from 500 kHz te 1745 kHz. Powers for these stations typically range from 20 to 500 
watts, to as high as 10000 watts in a few cases. Good DX!

The KDKA 70th a nniversary article in #8 remids one of the research project at the University 
of WY which showed a relationship »etween troposheric weather an¢ racio signal propagation. 

For 3 years, researchers at the Morgantown campus continuously recorded the signal strength of 
KDKA and also weather oonditions in the area. ‘They found a close relationship between night- 
time signal levels and barometric pressure, with higher signals received when a low pressure 
area was to the north of Morgantown. ‘They found that changes in the signal from KDKA could be 
use? to foecast Morgantown weather 12 to 24 hours ahead. A rising signal after nightfall would 
indicate an approaching storm while a falling signal would precede fair weather. Only about 5 
percent of their predictions were in error. This research was the subject of several articles 
in the IRE proceedings. One article was "Weather Forecasting by Radio Signal Intensity' proce- 
edings of the IRE, V18,p533, March 193). New subject: it has been reported recently in DXN that 
TP DX is coming back, after a couple of years absence. It looks that way to me also. HI sig- 
nals have en quite good for about a month. During the morning of 12/1, KIKT-830 was in like a 
local.

Thirteen tiny local tremors within a 15 mile radius were reported to me 
in seven days, plus CNN unedited satellite - picked up in California - 
reported six 1.0 to 1.1 tremors in this seismic zone on Friday, Nov. 30th, 
for that day alone. None of these were reported to the public here - and 
I understand none under a 3.0 will be, in order to minimize any panic. 


Today I hear that the '"non-reporting" level is being raised to 4.0. We 
do havera local quarry doing almost daily blasting, which could be a good 
cover, except that they always blast during lunch hour when all employees 
are out of the quarry. They were not blasting today, Sunday, at 9:30 A.M 
when a light jolt knocked off some scrap lumber stored across the rear

As I previously stated, tidal forces only affect my 14 monitored Hees 
frequencies occasionally, but this combination of tidal forces very obviously 


affected them greatly, putting various combinations of pressure and tension 
on the seven known fault lines within five miles of my location. 


A dot on my log sheet indicates a station signal being where it ought 
to be on my vernier dial. As you can see, most of the 14 frequencies were 
"off" most of the time, a couple as far as four and five khz. And the 


changes were often in a-rapid ''yo-yo" effect, evidently due to relief of 
forces by all those tiny local tremors. 


Times of frequency checks are in U.'T. so as to coincide with quake 
records from Golden, CO, and St. Louis University. I made checks as often
